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Goddard Space Center Threatened 
By Budget Cuts, Council Hears

On Wednesday, August 25 the 
Greenbelt City Council held the 
last of what it calls stakeholder 
meetings of the current session. 
Throughout its term council has 
invited representatives of nearby 
institutions, such as Greenbelt 
Park and the Beltsville Agricul- 
tural Research Center (BARC), 
for joint meetings to share tnfor- 
mation and discuss potential 
problems. The August 25 meet- 
ing brought to the city three ad- 
ministrators from Goddard Space 
Flight Center—Director A. V. 
Diaz, Facilities Director Karen 
Flynn, and Public Affairs Officer 
Nina Harris. 

Now celebrating its 40th year, 
NASA is currently under the 
threat of severe budget cuts. The 
Republican majority of the Ap- 
propriations Committee of the U. 
S. House of Representatives has 
proposed approximately $1 billion 
in cuts, the largest amount of 


which—or 33 per cent—targets 
the Goddard facility. This was 
the topic with which Diaz opened 
the meeting. According to his 
estimate, some 1,500 jobs in this 
area would have to be eliminated 
if the budget recommendations 
are sustained—in other words, 
about 15 per cent of the current 
10,000 regular or contract em- 
ployees. 

Diaz went on to describe the 
achievements of NASA during 
the 40 years of its existence: a 
revolution in space exploration, a 
vast expansion of knowledge in 
many areas, and multiple eco- 
nomic benefits to society. 
Among some of the practical and 
invaluable accomplishments he 
detailed were the launching of the 
Hubble telescope, which has 
revolutionized our knowledge of 
the solar system and the universe 
beyond, and equally important 
new knowledge in the earth sci- 
ences area. He particularly 


pointed to the visualizations of 
weather in graphics created by 
NASA from data supplied by the 
National Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration (NOAA) 
and which appear on every televi- 
sion news station every day. 
Safety Issues 
Diaz went on to emphasize 
Goddard’s special concern with 
safety for its own employees and 
for the public at large, both on 
and off the facility. For example, 
driving behavior in commuting 
correlates strongly with safe be- 
havior at the work site itself, ac- 
cording to research carried out by 
the Dupont Company, Diaz said. 
_ Mayor Judith Davis seconded 
this concern, calling attention par- 
ticularly to the problem of speed- 
ing on Soil Conservation Road. 
She wondered whether an overpass 
had been considered to connect the 
west and east campuses of the fa- 


cility. Unfortunately, according to

Kelby Brick is an attorney 
who has been active in numerous 
civic and rights advocacy organi- 
zations. This is his first cam-

paign for election to office. He is 
a member of the Greenbelt Pub- 
lic Safety Advisory Committee, a 
former board member of the 
Maryland Association of the Deaf 
(MDAD) and currently works as 
legal counsel for Government Af- 
fairs to the National Association 
of the Deaf (NAD), the oldest 
and largest organization repre- 
senting people with disabilities in 
the United States. 

Brick graduated from 
Gallaudet University (in Washing- 
ton, DC) with a BA in govern- 
ment and went on to Temple 
University Law School (in Phila- 
delphia) becoming the first deaf 


person ever to graduate from that 
law school 

As legal counsel, Brick repre- 
sents the NAD chiefly in the ar- 
eas of education, rehabilitation, 
employment, and transportation 
through interaction with legislative 
and public policy issues. This in- 
cludes working with Congress 
and other federal agencies as well 
as numerous other civic organiza- 
tions. Specializing in legislation, 
rule-making and policy processes, 
Brick’s duties also involve-coordi- 
nating collaborative efforts of key 
organizations representing con- 
sumers, parents, educators, admin- 
istrators, and other professionals. 

When Brick was on the board 
for MDAD, he supervised state- 
wide advocacy efforts initiating 
and maintaining ongoing contacts 
with key players in state legisla- 
tive and public policy affairs. His 
accomplishments include the en- 
actment of new state legislation 
requiring hearing screening for all 
infants born in Maryland and 
therefore enabling parents early 
on to be better informed on the 
needs of their children. 

He is, additionally, an active 
member of the Consumer Action 
Network and the Coalition of Or- 
ganizational Representatives. 
Brick has proven adept at bring- 
ing Communities together to effect 
regulatory and legislative changes 
at the state and national levels. 
Furthermore, he has been called 
upon by groups across the coun- 
try to speak and conduct work- 
shops on a variety of issues in- 
cluding public policy, community 
empowerment and activism.Brick 
lives in Greenbelt with his wife 
and six-month old son. His 
brother’s family, including two 
daughters, also resides in 
Greenbelt. 


Spending time with his family, 
gardening, following various 
sports and being involved with 
the community are some of the 
things that Brick likes to do dur- 
ing his free time. 

Edward Putens 

Edward Putens is completing 
his ninth term on the council. He 
has been a resident of Greenbelt 
for 32 years, living in 
Charlestowne North Apartments 
for 10 years, Windsor Green 
townhouses for nine years and in 
a Greenbrook single family home

for 12 years. His family includes 
his wife Becky and three chil- 
dren, Kim, Ryan, and Amy. 
Putens was born in Hazelton, 
Pennsylvania and grew up in Bal- 
timore. 

In his current term, Putens has 
taken a leading role to improve 
police protection and crime pre- 
vention. The Council supported 
his initiative to use video cameras 
in strategic areas in the city as a 
pilot project to reduce crime, and 
to add a second School Resource 
Officer for Greenbelt schools. He 
also proposed the City’s new Pub- 
lic Safety Advisory Committee.

In addition to being selected 
as a student argonaut, Sarah also 
won the American Legion Essay 
Contest this spring. In 300-350 
words, she wrote about the privi- 
lege of voting, mentioning that 
“people in foreign countries like 
China, Iraq, and Iran can’t vote.

APB Reviews Schedule 
To Study Historic District

The Advisory Planning Board 
met on Wednesday, August 18, to 
discuss how best to review the 
process, requirements, and guide- 
lines of the County’s Historic 
District designation. Based on 
its findings, the Board will make 
a recommendation by late fall or 
early winter to the Greenbelt 
City Council whether such a des- 
ignation should be pursued. 

If Greenbelt were to become 
a historic district, the program 
would be carried out through de- 
sign guidelines. These guidelines 
would serve basically the same 
purpose as the present GHI 
Members’ Handbook and would 
focus on preserving the exterior 
character of the homes. In re- 


turn, GHI would be eligible for a 
10 percent property tax credit for 
approved rehabilitation work, and 
individuals who build approved 
additions within the guidelines 
would qualify for a 10 percent

property tax credit. According 
to the draft Potential Greenbelt 
Historic’ District Design Guide- 
lines, both of Greenbelt’s current 
designations, the National Regis- 
ter of Historic Places and the 
National Historic Landmark, are 
honorific and do not protect the 
character of Greenbelt. 

In April, after two forums, the 
residents of Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. supported such a designation 
by mail ballot. The city sought 
GHI’s input first because it is 
the largest property owner, said 
Mayor Judith Davis during a 
July 27 council work session de- 
voted to the issue. 

Timeline 

During a previous Advisory 
Planning Board meeting, Terri 
Hruby, staff liaison to the board 
and community planner for the 
city, reviewed the August 9 city 
council-approved timeline for 
considering the historic district

Water Work Begins 
On Woodland Way 


On September 9 Kenny Hall, 
acting director of the Department 
of Public Works, met with Wash- 
ington Suburban Sanitary Commis- 
sion representatives and contractors 
at a pre-bid meeting in preparation 
for construction of a water main 
replacement on Woodland Way. 
Construction began on September 
13, and should be complete by the 
middle of November. Work hours 
will be 7 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. a 

The work consists of installing 
temporary piping along the curb 
line to supply water to all the 
homes. Once the temporary water 
supply is completed, contractors 
will begin replacing the main wa- 
ter line. They will replace a six- 
inch water line with an eight-inch 
line. Some yard frontage will be 
disturbed to replace water lines go- 
ing to the house meters. The con- 
struction company will block both 
ends of Woodland Way, allowing 
only local traffic during working 
hours. They will be in communi- 
cation with the Greenbelt Fire De- 
partment about any inoperable fire 
hydrant.

In August the group of teach- 
ers-in-training began studying 
childhood development in prepa- 
ration for their role as teachers 
in ERHS’s preschool. They are 
learning about early childhood 
growth and development as well 
as how to write curriculum and 
lesson plans. Their goal is to 
develop a curriculum with meth- 
ods and to put it into a portfo- 
lio. 

Windham says her students 
learn the characteristics of good 
teachers and about career oppor- 
tunities. By the end of the year 
she expects that approximately 
75% will say they want to pur- 
sue careers that involve work 
with children.

Harold Aryai Siegel 

Harold Aryai Siegel, 68, Gen- 
eral Counsel for 33 years to Ra- 
diation Systems, Inc., Dulles, VA 
and its successor and subsidiary 
corporations throughout the 
world, died at the Washington 
Hospital Center on September 13 
of complications following open 
heart surgery. 

A 1951 graduate of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, Mr. Siegel was a 1963 
graduate of Georgetown Univer- 
sity School of Law. He was ad- 
mitted to practice before the 
Maryland Court of Appeals, the 
United States District Court, the 
Fourth Circuit Court of Appeals, 
the Sixth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, the United States Court of 
Claims and the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

Born in Brooklyn, New York 
on January 1, 1931, Mr. Siegel 
moved to Maryland in 1951 and 
joined Engineering and Research 
Corporation (ERCO) as a pro- 
gram manager. In 1963, the 
family moved to Greenbelt where 
Mr. Siegel began his legal career. 
His association with the Virginia 
based antenna and communica- 
tions firms began in 1966. Mr. 
Siegel served as president of the 
Greenbelt Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, president of Citizens 
for a Planned Greenbelt and 
president of the Lakeside Citi- 
zens Association. He was also a

Advisory Board, and the 
Greenbelt Charter Review Board.

Victoria Rose Dobbin 


Victoria (“Tori”) Rose Dobbin, 
eight-months-old, died June 18, 
1999 of massive head injuries 
suffered on June 2. 

Tori underwent brain surgery 
at Children’s Hospital. She died 
in the arms of her parents, Sherri 
Rippeon and John Dobbin, Jr., 
with a roomful! of relatives 
nearby. 

Born on Oct. 3, 1998, Tori 
was surrounded by four genera- 
tions of family. Her parents, of 
Lakecrest Drive, are native 
Greenbelters. Sherri’s mother 
and father are Yvonne Rippeon 
and “Buddy” Rippeon; Tori’s 
great-grandparents are Austin 
Rippeon, Sr., and Agnes 
Rippeon. Sherri’s aunt and uncle 
are Bobby and Tammy Rippeon. 
John’s parents are John Dobbins, 
Sr., and Pam Ferguson, and his 
aunt and uncle are Lynn and Bill 
Dobbin. 

Tori’s aunt and uncles were 
constant playmates for her: Shan- 
non and Alan Rippeon and Chris 
and Jacob Dobbin (who was also 
her godfather); Jennie O’Brien 
was her godmother. 

A Mass of Christian Burial, 
the Rev. Thomas Crowley offici- 
ating, was held at St. Hugh’s 
Catholic Church on June 26, and 
over 175 family members, 
friends, church and community 
neighbors attended. She was laid 
to rest the next day during a pri- 
vate service at Gate of Heaven 
Cemetery, Rockville. 

Tori was being cared for in 
Laurel while her parents worked. 
The babysitter’s boyfriend was 
arrested and has been indicted on 
charges of second-degree murder, 
child abuse and other charges. A 
hearing is scheduled for Oct. 21 
at the Howard County Court+ 
house; a trial date is tentatively 
set for late November. 

The 17-day hospital vigil, the 
funeral, and the involvement with 
the eriminal justice system have 
been devastating to the young 
parents, who were unable to re- 
turn to. work until mid-August. 
They face more disruptions dur- 
ing the trial.

research carried out by the Dupont 
Company, Diaz said. 

Mayor Judith Davis seconded 
this concern, calling attention par- 
ticularly to the problem of speed- 
ing on Soil Conservation Road. 
She wondered whether an overpass 
had been considered to connect 
the west and east campuses of the 
facility. Unfortunately, according 
to Flynn, such a solution for pe- 
destrian access between the two 
sections would be too costly to 
construct—estimated at some $3 
to $5 million. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White wondered whether a round- 
about as a mode of traffic calming 
might be a possible solution at the 
main pedestrian crossover point on 
Soil Conservation Road. (Since 
the only cafeteria is located in a 
building on the western campus, 
much pedestrian traffic flows be- 
tween the two sites.) This solu- 
tion had to be ruled out, Flynn 
said, because the crossing point Is 
too close to Greenbelt Road, inevi- 
tably backing up traffic that was 
turning in. 

U.S. Park Police have jurisdic- 
tion over Soil Conservation Road, 
where the main public access gate 
is located. Within the Goddard 
campus their own guard force 
monitors traffic. Guards have ra- 
dar guns and can cite employees 
for excessive speed. After two 
speeding violations, they can be 
denied driving privileges on the 
site. Speed humps are also used 
within the campus area. 

Mayor Davis suggested that 
many Goddard employees may be 
interested to learn that commuting 
to the facility by Metro will be- 
»come easier with the inauguration 
of a new bus line, Prince George's 
County’s TheBus, which will take 
riders directly from the Greenbelt 
Metro station to and from 
Goddard. 

To a question by council-mem- 
ber Rodney Roberts concerning 
injuries on the job, Diaz acknowl- 
edged that a fire had occurred at 
one time in one among the 33 
buildings on the property, although 
no one was injured. He said that 
“an adjacency study” was ongoing 
to recharacterize the entire physi- 
cal plant in terms of the possible 
presence of hazards in the vicinity 
of personnel. 

Wildlife 

Far from space age concerns 
was the continuing issue of wild- 
life. When Goddard was first con- 
structed, a small herd of deer liv- 
ing in the adjacent woods was en- 
closed within the security fence 
surrounding the facility. By 


present estimates, the deer popula- 
tion is now too large by about 
100 per cent. This increases the 
possibility of Lyme disease out- 
breaks, but from the point of view 
of the deer themselves, too little 
forage exists. They are “under- 
feeding,’ Diaz said, especially be- 
cause of this year’s drought, and 
many will not survive. 

How can the problem be 
solved? Diaz said that his staff 
has consulted with experts at the 
University of Maryland and with 
BARC, which suffers from a simi- 
lar overpopulation. Currently no 
decision has been made about 
what to do. Among options being 
considered is the possibility of a 
controlled hunt. 

Concerning tick control, Mayor 
Davis suggested they look into a 
measure being undertaken with 
success at BARC that involves ex- 
perimental deer feeders. This pro- 
cess has reduced the tick popula- 
tion by some 90 per cent, Davis 
reported. 

A second over-population prob- 
lem concerns Canada geese, many 
of which have taken up residence 
on the grounds. - Currently under 
consideration, Diaz said, is the use 
of border collies to disrupt the 
birds’ nesting behavior. 

So far Goddard does not seem 
plagued with beavers, a subject on 
which the city could claim special 
expertise. For future reference, 
council offered to put the Goddard 
staff in touch with the outside ex- 
pert who helped Greenbelt control 
its beaver problem. 

Currently Goddard’s office on 
the environment is engaged in 
drafting an environmental assess- 
ment of its property. Once com- 
pleted, it will be released to the 
public. Diaz commented that the 
particular design effort to 
hormonize the east campus build- 
ings with the surrounding environ- 
ment has made this assessment 
more urgent. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
urged greater coordination among 
the several nearby federal agen- 
cies, which he called “a federal 
wedge group.” Located adjacent 
to one another, these include, in 
addition to BARC and Goddard, 
the Patuxent Wildlife Research 
Center, the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, the Secret Service (which is 
located on an enclave off Muirkirk 
Road within the original BARC 
grounds), and Ft. Meade. An in- 
terest group that large, if working 
in concert, might carry consider- 
able clout with Congress, Turnbull 
suggested. 

Planning for the Future 

As to their own facilities, 
Flynn described two different sets 
of planning initiatives: a five-year 
construction program, to occur be-

tween October 2000 and 2005; and 
a long-term facilities master plan. 

No new building construction 
will take place in the first of these 
programs, but an aging infrastruc- 
ture, including buildings, is due for 
restoration. Both the water and 
steam systems, which are buried 
underground, must particularly be 
scrutinized and repaired. Some- 
thing like $14 million annually 
will be committed to this project, 
according to Flynn. 

The long-term plan involves a 
new strategic assessment of the ac- 
tivities expected to take place over 
a 20- to 30-year period and which 
will explore evolving NASA mis- 
sions as these impact on the 
Goddard facility. A local firm, 
Keyes, Condon, Florance, well 
known to city residents because of 
their supervision of the restoration 
of the Greenbelt Community Cen- 
ter, will direct this exploration. As 
it proceeds, public input will be 
sought, Diaz said.

A surprising “cure” for arthritis pain 
in knees and hips: heel lifts. Re- 
searchers at the University of North 
Carolina found that 20 percent of 
those with hip arthritis and 16 per- 
cent of those with knee problems 
have a discrepancy in leg lengths. 


Allergy shots (allergen immuno- 
therapy) work better over the long 
term than medication against 
chronic allergic rhinitis, according 
to a study in Archives of Otolaryn- 
gology. 


New bone-stabilizing “glue” helps 
secure a fracture while the bone 
gradually regrows and heals, so 
patients can switch to a remov- 
able cast within a couple of 
weeks. Glue is approved for wrist 
fractures in the U.S., but it's also 
used on legs and hips in Europe. 


Another option for fractures: 
ultrasound to heal fractures that 
do not reunite as they should. 
Smoking, advanced age, or 
chronic. illness may be to blame. 
Doctors at Cornell and the 
University of Pennsylvania report 
high rates of healing with 
ultrasound.

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Putens also successfully initi- 
ated the Four Cities Coalition 
among Greenbelt, College Park, 
New Carrollton, and Berwyn 
Heights, to expand inter-city 
cooperation on issues and 
projects of common concern. 

Putens has been employed 
by the Federal Government for 
27 years and has received 
many awards and commenda- 
tions.

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scientists in the eleventh year of 
the program. Student argonauts in 
previous years have visited re- 
search sites in Florida, Hawaii, 
Bermuda, and Peru. This year in 
Texas, Jason’s student argonauts 
will compare the International 
Space Station and NOAA's 
Aquarius Undersea Laboratory. 
These research platforms allow 
humans to “go beyond their physi- 
cal limitations to explore the un- 
known” by studying oceans and 
space for longer periods of time. 
Students will learn about the 
Earth’s dynamic systems and how 
they support life. They will learn 
about the design, engineering, and 
maintenance of Aquarius and the 
space and the technologies they 
use to study the Earth-Space sys- 
tem. Not a lot of what Sarah will 
actually be working on has been 
told to her, but she knows to be 
flexible. Scientific study is unpre- 
dictable by nature; therefore Sarah 
is excited and a bit apprehensive 
at the same time. When asked 
what she likes best about the Ja- 
son Project, Sarah said, “It’s a 
great way to help people learn. 
I’m so lucky.” 

Science Teacher’s Initiative 

Sarah would not have been 
awarded this opportunity without 
the initiative of St. Hugh’s science 
teacher, Mrs. Sparks, who re- 
ceived mail from the Jason Project 
six years ago and integrated it into 
her science program. Its interac- 
tive science curriculum excited 
her. Once a year as a supplement 
to the curriculum, students visit 
the Owens Science Center Plan- 
etarium for a live up-link via sat- 
ellite to interact with scientists on- 
site. This is known as 
telepresence. They are given PIN 
numbers and may access the Jason 
Project’s web site from both the 
classroom and home at 
www.jasonproject.org. There stu- 
dents can learn more about what 
they are doing, post messages on 
a message board called “Ask the 
Expert,” and chat with real scien- 
tists. In the past six years, Sparks’ 
students have completed all kinds 
of hands-on projects including 
“ground truthing,” aquatic field 
studies at Greenbelt Lake, and 
building canopy walkways, kinetic 
insects, and plank houses. She 
would like to see more schools in 
the area participate in the program. 

Eighth Grade Projects 

Sarah explained her favorite 
eighth grade projects, building a 
canopy walkway and an insect 
trap. Students worked in teams to 
design and build a canopy walk- 






way system similar to the one used 
by the Jason team in the tropical 
rainforests of Peru. The allowed 
materials - paperclips, toothpicks, 
straws, heavy thread, masking tape, 
and craft sticks - had to be used to 
build canopies wide enough and 
strong enough to raise a soup can 
from the floor and support it, for 
30 seconds while hanging between 
two chairs. Sarah particularly en- 
joyed designing an insect trap on 
her own that really worked. There 
were several limitations on this 
project. A trap could not weigh 
more than one pound nor use any 
chemicals or electricity. It had to 
be a certain size and be environ- 
mentally friendly. Both her father 
and her teacher told Sarah that her 
insect trap might not work. “It 
would have to be one heavy bug,” 
Sarah said. So she built another 
one, different in style, to receive a 
passing grade. Another favorite 
was studying echo-location and the 
anatomy of bats in seventh grade. 

Jason students were right there 
for Dr. Ballard’s “tubeworm” dis- 
covery. Sarah explained that while 
on the Jason Project, Dr. Ballard 
found large worms living by hot 
vents at the bottom of the ocean 
floor. Sunlight does not penetrate 
to the depths that the tubeworms 
inhabit, therefore they chemically 
maintain life without utilizing pho- 
tosynthesis. 

Another feature of the program 
that pleases Sparks is its integrated 
focus across the curnculum. The 
sixth grade teacher Mrs. Barron, 
the eighth grade teacher Mr. 
Murphy, and the art teacher Mrs. 
Fendlay, have been instrumental in 
the Jason Project as well. The cur- 
riculum provides related tasks in 
the student’s math, literature, and 
social studies classes, as well as art 
projects. Sparks is excited for 
Sarah. It is easy to see how her 
enthusiasm for learning in science 
can transfer over to her students. 
She says, “It’s a shame more chil- 
dren don’t take advantage of this 
wonderful opportunity.” 

In addition to her hobbies this 
summer, which are playing the re- 
corder and clarinet, taking ballet, 
and teaching herself piano, Sarah 
will be reading four required books 
in preparation for her expedition. 
She will be entering the Science 
and Tech program at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School in the fall. 
Since this year’s Jason Project will 
take place in February, Sarah must 
take off two weeks from her regu-

designation. The outline listed a 
minimum of four board meetings 
to work on the designation. 
Hruby said she wanted the board 
to discuss issues that have not 
been broached yet such as the 
town’s infrastructure and new 
construction and demolition. On 
September |, the board reviewed 
chapters one through four of the 
proposed guidelines that encom- 
pass the architectural context of 
Greenbelt, compatibility issues, 
and single family attached dwell- 
ings. The September 15 meeting 
was devoted to the buildings 
found in the town center, dis- 
cussed in chapter 5; October 6, 
the infrastructure as it relates to 
road network, pedestrian circula- 
tion, and open spaces as outlined 


in chapter 6; on October 20, new: 


construction and demolition, de- 
fined in chapter 7 will be re- 
viewed. 
County Program 

As a part of the timeline, 
each affected property owner 
will receive a copy of the pro- 
posed guidelines along with a 
schedule and an invitation to 
subsequent work sessions. The 
property owners will hear about 
the potential benefits and limita- 
tions associated with such a des- 
ignation. Sometime in Septem- 
ber or October, Howard Berger, 
architectural historian at the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission, will 
present the County’s Historic 
District Program and what it 
would mean for the city. The 
session will include a discussion 
of the draft guidelines, the 
program’s regulatory require- 
ments, the duties and powers of 
the county’s historic preservation 
committee, and the role of the 
local advisory committee in ad- 
ministering the potential district. 

After this session, the city 
council will conduct a work ses- 
sion in the mid-fall to review the 
draft guidelines. Prior to a pub- 
lic hearing, a meeting may be 
convened with GHI. At a pos- 
sible early 2000 public hearing, 
affected property owners will 
have an opportunity to comment 
on the designation, followed by 
revisions to the guidelines. By 


mid 2000, the city council will 


take final action on GHI’s rec- 
ommendation supporting historic 
district designation.

Crowd Charmed by Bard

An admirable cast, directed 
by Charlie Jones, enchanted 
their rain-weary Labor Day Fes- 
tival audience on Sunday and 
Monday in the gymnasium of 
the Community Center with a 
selection of scenes from various 
plays by William Shakespeare. 
The Arts Center’s Sunday per- 
formance included “Romeo and 
Juliet,” Act II, Scene 2 and Act 
III, Scene 1; “As You Like It,”

Macbeth, 
on the other hand, was played 
by a more mature actor. 

Other notable performances 
included Mercutio and Tybalt, 
who were convincing with a 
well-choreographed rapier fight; 


Othello, who impressed the au- 


dience with his genuine jeal- 
ousy; Desdemona, who earned 
the viewers’ empathy as the 
wronged, female victim; and 
last, but not least, since there is 
no “Mr. Greenbelt” pageant, it 
was pleasing to see Macbeth in 
a kilt.
